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FORTY-SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE 
AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS 


HELD AT WASHINGTON, D.C., DECEMBER 10, 11 AND 12, 1912 


FIRST DAY’S 


HE forty-sixth annual con- 
vention of the American 
Institute of Architects 
was called to order by 
President Walter Cook, 
in the New Willard Ho- 
tel, at ten o'clock. 

The delegates to the 
convention were wel- 

comed to the capital city by Colonel W. V. 

Judson, Engineer Commissioner of the 

District of Columbia. 

Colonel Judson spoke with much cor- 
diality, and evinced a keen perception of 
architecture and its importance in the 
upbuilding of the country and its close asso- 
ciation with the engineering problems that 
are today being brought to successful con- 
clusion. Colonel Judson also made a strong 
appeal to the Institute for prompt action 
in the matter of the Lincoln Memorial. 

Further reference to these remarks will 
be made in a succeeding issue. 

The address of the President, Mr. Walter 
Cook, was received with many marks of 
approval by the delegates. ‘The past year 
has been one of large achievement by com- 
mittees of the Institute. ‘These activities 
were referred to by President Cook, who 
directed attention to the closer spirit of 
co-operation now existing between archi- 
tects and the public generally, and a wider 
appreciation of the problems that confront 
the man in practice. 

President Cook’s address was in detail 
as follows: 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 





Gentlemen: 

The year 1912 has been one of many Conventions, 
whose exploits have been duly celebrated in the public 
press and elsewhere; and we are going to add one more to 
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their number. I trust that the doubtful beneficent results 
of those already held may be conspicuous by their absence 
—that we shall avoid all acrimonious discussions as to the 
credentials of our delegates, and that our differences of 
opinion, if there be any, may be expressed without the use 
of opprobrious epithets or atrocious accusations. 

And as I look about me, I feel that there is little danger. 
The one thing that stands out in the history of the Insti- 
tute is the constantly increasing interest of our members 
in its aims and its aspirations, and the constantly increasing 
unity in their views as to the best means of attaining 
these. Our one purpose is the encouragement of the best 
architecture, in every sense of the word; any advantage 
to the architects themselves—the improvement of their 
position in the community or of their material interests— 
follows as a matter of course; but this is not first in our 
minds. During the year which is nearly at an end a great 
deal has been accomplished, especially in furthering that 
education of the public toward a correct understanding of 
what we seek, which is our first and most pressing neces- 
sity. 

If the results of these efforts of ours have come but 
slowly it is perhaps in part our own fault; for astonishing 
as it may seem, this public, or the best part of it, has 
listened to us with interest and good will, and in the great 
majority of instances has recognized the force of our argu- 
ments and the truth of what we have advanced. One 
example of this, and the most important one perhaps, has 
been the conduct of the Competition for the Capitol of 
the State of Missouri. Beginning as it did with certain 
conditions laid aside, which were, as we believe, not for 
the best interest of the State, the Capitol Commission in- 
vited a delegation of the Institute, which had called its 
attention to these conditions, to visit them and confer with 
them. This conference was a most satisfactory one, 
and the result was a competition for this great public 
building conducted in a manner which was eminently 
judicious, and which bids fair to add one more to our great 
and beautiful monuments. And recently the Capitol 
Board has sent its thanks to the Committee of the Insti- 
tute whose members advised with them. Certainly all our 
thanks are due to these enlightened gentlemen for the aid 
they have given to good art, and for the example they 
furnished to our whole country. And this is only one— 
the most prominent it is true—of many such incidents 
in affairs great and small, which go to prove that after 
all our countrymen are broadminded and patriotic and 
only need to have the truth shown them. 
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Unfortunately we have to record one experience of a 
quite different nature. The Tarsney Act, authorizing 
the designing of our government buildings by architects, 
has been repealed; and for the moment these great monu- 
ments of our country have been handed over to an official 
factory, to be turned out by the yard; for whatever the 
talent and the ability of the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury, this is what must of necessity result. Nothing 
of this sort has ever happened in any civilized country, 
so far as I know, unless our own unhappy experiment of 
years ago may be considered an exception. It is quite 
unnecessary for me to speak of the so-called arguments 
which were employed in urging this repeal—the plea of an 
economy which has we believe been shown not to exist, 
and certain others which displayed such an almost ludi- 
crous ignorance of the whole subject, that we can but 
shrug our shoulders and say with Figaro, that we. hasten 
to laugh, lest we be obliged to weep. But if any of our 
special guests of this year—sculptors, painters or authors 
—are unacquainted with them, we hope they will without 
delay read certain of the official documents which have 
been published, for they will find them most delectable. 
And they will certainly appreciate the logical sequence 
of this repeal—the establishment shortly of a special de- 
partment of the government for the manufacture of all 
sculpture and decorative paintings, followed rapidly by 
still another, whose duty shall be to turn out all odes, 
sonnets or lyric verse which may be needed to celebrate 
the achievements of our enlightened Republic. 

However, we are hopeful and optimistic; we have faith 
in the sober second thoughts of our representatives in 
Congress; and we look forward with confidence to legisla- 
tion in the near future which will not simply re-enact the 
Tarsney Act—for it had its imperfections—but will give 
us something even better for our country and its art. 

All of our experiences, be they victories or defeats, 
only serve to accentuate the need of which I have already 
spoken—the need to do all we can to enlighten our fellow- 
citizens in those matters which are our special province; 
to awaken their interest and better their understanding 
of what we do and how we doit. And the Institute during 
the past year has given its best attention to this subject. 
It has established its own special organ in the Journal; 
the first number of which is before you, and for which I 
bespeak your earnest support and its new Committee on 
Public Information has done good and faithful work, 
which will I feel assured result in much good. 

And here I wish to thank the earnest and hardworking 
members of the various Committees to whom the affairs 
of the Institute have been intrusted, and to whom all of 
us are so much indebted. Nothing has more impressed 
me than the disinterested devotion to our common cause 
of so many busy men, who have willingly sacrificed 
for it their time and given to it their best service. I trust 
all our members will realize this, and that all will be eager 
and willing to add their own efforts whenever the occasion 
demands it. Our growing influence and power in the 
community rests upon this—that we all work together 
for the good cause. 

As for the architectural work of our country and our 
time, to which we are devoting our lives, it moves on apace. 
Every day sees new and important buildings, and we ad- 
mire and blame and criticize as the mood is upon us. 
It is very hard for us, who are so much in the thick of the 
battle, to see clearly and to give any calm-minded judgment 
upon it as a whole. But within a few months I have had 
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the good fortune to talk with two fellow-architects of 
acknowledged eminence from across the water. Their 
verdict was one of enthusiastic praise for our achievements; 
and they made comparisons between what we are doing 
here, and what is done in other countries, which were most 
flattering for us. So I think we are justified in some self- 
congratulation. 

And now, gentlemen, it only remains for me to welcome 
our guests who have favored us with their presence, and 
to declare the Convention open for business. 


Following the President’s address the 
usual reports of the Board of Directors and 
Committees were presented and _ referred. 
These reports will appear later in these 
pages. 

The report of the Committee on Public 
Information, Mr. D. K. Boyd, chairman, 
yas received with much interest. This 
committee’ was appointed at the last con- 
vention for the purpose of disseminatin 
reliable information as to the aims a 
actions of the Institute and to correct the 
erroneous statements in the public press 
as to matters pertaining to the practice of 
architecture. 

Mr. Arnold W. Brunner, chairman of 
the Committee on Town Planning, present- 
ed the report, in which was embodied 
suggestions that are valuable and if carried 
out will tend to not only create greater 
interest in this important movement, but 
also lead to a better appreciation as to 
what should be done and how it should be 
undertaken. 

Many of the suggestions made as to the 
collection of data and the establishment 
of a library where all matters pertaining to 
town planning might be lodged will be 
practically easy of accomplishment if the 
proposed Octagon extension is undertaken. 

The necessity for comprehensive laws as 
to town planning as outlined in this report 
is evident, but the means of their introduc- 
tion and passage not so easy. 

A committee on legislation would seem 
to be necessary in order to relieve the Board 
of Directors of some part of the vast amount 
of detail they now have to care for and 
which must take valuable time from its 
members who have already all the cares 
of their professional work. 

Not only matters in the report of the Com- 
mittee on ‘Town Planning, but the prepara- 
tion of a draft of an act to replace the Tars- 
ney Act, and other matters of first import- 
ance, would fall to the duty of this com- 
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mittee on legislation. If its activities could 
be measured by that of other Institute 
committees—and no doubt they could— 
many and important results would accrue. 

The presentation of the report of the 
Standing Committee on Competitions 
aroused the greatest interest. ‘The report 
of this Committee, in such part as it is a 
radical change from the previous rules of 
practice, will be found elsewhere in this issue. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
a series of addresses. Mr. Franklin H. 
Wentworth, Secretary of the National Fire 
Protective Association, spoke at some length 
on the proper co-operation between archi- 
tects and his association. It was in the 
nature of an eminently practical talk by 
a practical man to practical men, and was 
received with approval by the delegates. 
Addresses of this nature form a valuable 
part of convention proceedings and _ serve 
to present in a common-sense way subjects 
that are of value to the man in practice. 

Recent tendencies in sculpture and the 
relation of the sculptor’s art to buildings 
and to landscape architecture were discussed 
and illustrated with lantern slides by Mr. 
Lorado Taft, Mr. A. Phinnister Proctor 
and Mr. Herbert Adams. ‘This trio of 
illustrious sculptors, whose works adorn 
many public buildings and whose efforts 
have helped to achieve important artistic 
results for many of our expositions, held the 
interest of the delegates throughout the 
afternoon. Mr. Taft's address and the 
pictures that he used to illustrate it would 
seem to support the contention that the art 
of sculpture in America is like its sister 
art, architecture, holding its own before 
all the world in the thoughtfulness of its 
conception and the high plane of its per- 
formance. 

It is to be hoped that interest will become 
aroused in the proposed extension of The 
Octagon on to the property recently ac- 
quired by the Institute. This dignified 
historical landmark, now owned by the 
Institute, and around which cluster many 
associations, is at present inadequate as 
the headquarters of so important an organi- 
zation. ‘The acquisition during 1911 of 
two lots each fifty by one hundred feet on 
the north of the present Octagon property, 
permits of an extension that would result 
m many advantages. The plan as outlined 





by Mr. Glenn Brown and Mr. Bedford 
Brown, shown in this issue, and who were 
authorized to proceed with preliminary 
studies, conbinialala offices, a meeting hall, 
exhibition halls and a banqueting room. 

Naturally, the architects have carried 
into their design the motive suggested by 
the original building. 

The plan as published is meeting with 
approval, and the officers of the Institute 
who are urging action in the matter believe 
that with the large rental space available for 
allied societies and the saving in annual 
convention expenses, the development would 
pay a fair rate of interest. 

Of course, the necessary funds will have 
to be raised, and it is therefore probable 
that it will be some time before the project, 
if approved, will take tangible form. 

This development appears to be very 
desirable. It is hoped that it will soon 
be started on the way to ultimate achieve- 
ment. 

The session adjourned at five o’clock 
to meet at ten a.m., the following day. 


THE REPORT (nn Part) OF THE 
STANDING COMMITTEE ON 
COMPETITIONS TO THE FORTY- 
SIXTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF 
THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF 
ARCHITECTS 


HE Standing Committee on Competitions has 

the honor to report to the Institute the continued 

satisfactory progress of the Institute’s campaign 

against the evils of competition practice. Many 

factors have so combined as to make the year just 

passed most notable in the long history of the Insti- 
tute’s efforts to that end. 

The reasonableness of the Institute’s attitude has been 
more fully recognized and its authority more generally 
acknowledged than heretofore. Its policy has been 
supported by the public and by the press. Members of 
the Institute throughout the country and its various 
Committees and Subcommittees on Competitions and on 
Public Information have co-operated in making its atti- 
tude more fully understood, with the result that opposi- 
tion has greatly diminished. 

The New York Subcommittee finds itself somewhat 
astonished that during the year it has had to deal with but 
three competitions. It is not sure whether this small 
number is due to general acquaintance with the require- 
ments of the Institute or to other causes. ‘The Subcom- 
mittee thinks it the best policy “‘to discourage competitions 
by insisting on the fullest possible protection to the archi- 
tect, rather than to encourage them by accepting the best 
terms offered.” 
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The Philadelphia Subcommittee reports that though 
building activity has been normal, not a single competition 
has been conducted within its territory during the year. 

The San Francisco Chapter has adopted a resolution 
that there ought always to be a jury, of which the profes- 
sional adviser ought never to be a member. The com- 
petition for the City Hall has been concluded and the last 
obstacles to the employment of the successful competitor 
have been removed. 

The report of the Kansas City Chapter, the efficient work 
of which in connection with the Missouri State Capitol 
competition should not be forgotten, discloses a state of 
affairs that should be brought to your attention. The 
report says: “Aside from the State Capitol competition, 
there have been few open and above-board competitions 
in our territory. We have with us, however, the lament- 
able practice of many of our architects volunteering pre- 
liminary sketches on a proposed project. Of course these 
become competitions under the definition of the Code. 
This practice is confined to our non-Institute members 
who outnumber the Institute members of our Chapter 
five to one. We tried to make the competition code 
obligatory for the non-Institute members and _ failed. 
The practice of holding formal competitions seems to be 
on the decrease.” 

That there should be a means by which the non-Institute 
members of a Chapter find exemption from that part 
of the Canons of Ethics relating to competitions is some- 
what astonishing. If exempt from certain canons, why 
not from all of them? Can it be that the Institute has 
affiliated with it Chapter members on whom the canons 
are not binding and who may, for example, with impunity 
engage in the building trades or accept commissions from 
builders or materia] men? The needed reform is not one 
that the Standing Committee on Competitions can effect 
but it should be taken vigorously in hand by the Institute 
itself. 

The Subcommittee for the territory of the newly formed 
Louisiana Chapter reports one competition in which its 
efforts were unavailing and another—the important one 
for the Newcomb College in which its efforts, extending 
over a year, resulted in the holding of a competition of 
the highest type. 

The report of the lowa Subcommittee states that no 
competitions have been held in that territory under the 
Institute plan and shows a lamentable state of affairs. 
It states that “the principal effect of the drastic ruling 
of the Code has been merely the elimination of Institute 
members from competitions for court-houses, school- 
houses and other buildings of this character and their 
award to practitioners who are not, and probably would 
not be considered eligible to be members of the Institute 
or of the Chapter. As the average price for services ren- 
dered on public buildings in this territory is somewhere 
between 145 per cent and 23 per cent, it will be seen that 
there is the necessity of a tremendous uplift, either by an 
educational campaign or by slow process of evolution 
before the necessity for employing high grade architects 
is recognized as essential by those having the selection of 
architects.” 

The Washington, D. C., Subcommittee reports having 
approved one competition of the highest type, having ad- 
vised members of the Chapter that to submit sketches 
in answer to a certain invitation would be a violation of 
the Code, with the result that they all abstained from so 
doing. The Committee adds, “We have no hesitation

in stating that the Code is exercising a good influence 
in this locality, not only upon the members but also upon 
the public, in that it tends to increase the standing and 
prestige of the profession.” 

The Illinois Subcommittee reports that no competitions 
of any importance were held during the year but draws 
attention to the unfortunate conditions existing in the se- 
lection of architects for school-houses. The Standing 
Committee has been much impressed by indications 
coming from many parts of the country tending to show 
that school commissioners generally discharge the duty of 
the selection of an architect in a most ignorant manner. 
The evils of practice now almost eliminated in compe- 
titions for important work still exist in connection with 
school-houses, chiefly of the smaller sort, but sometimes 
even in case of large buildings. Substantial improve- 
ment is, however, to be noted in certain parts of the coun- 
try in school-house competitions. The Illinois Subcom- 
mittee adds: “‘We believe that there is a tendency in this 
territory on the part of the architects to discourage com- 
petitions and that this disposition can be traced to the 
Code and the publicity which it has received. We strong- 
ly recommend wider publicity of the Code.” 

The Indiana Subcommittee has wrestled manfully 
and with some success against the adverse conditions 
existing in its territory. After much labor this Commit- 
tee had a bad program for the important city hospital 
withdrawn and one much more fully in conformity with 
the Code substituted. This Subcommittee also draws 
attention to the attempt of a certain commission to hold 
a competition for a State educational building costing 
$800,000 without promise of employment to any com- 
petitor, without an appropriation to erect the building 
or even to pay the winning architect. "The Commission- 
ers, who appeared greatly to desire the Institute’s ap- 
proval, were fully informed why it could not be given. 
We are told that they will report to the Legislature that 
the idea of a competition has had to be abandoned on 
account of the unreasonable action of this Institute, 
in not approving the program. 

The Indiana Subcommittee has also been instrumental 
in securing the appointment of a professional adviser 
and what in the end proved to be a good program for a 
competition for a million-dollar office building. ‘The 
Indiana Subcommittee adds, ““The process of education 
is necessarily slow in this territory, where the practice has 
been much abused, but we find conditions generally im- 
proving, due chiefly to the attitude of some of our Chapter 
members in advocating a choice of men from records 
established rather than from sketches submitted.” 

The newly formed Wisconsin Chapter has been doing 
excellent work upon unprepared soil and under adverse 
conditions. The report says, “Our great task during the 
past year has been the attempt to regulate competitive 
work throughout the State. The Institute is looked upon 
as a trades union, not in every case from ignorance but 
for political reasons. The public official, with his local 
small-bore editorial support, helps a friend to secure the 
job and at the same time gives the public to understand 
that he has saved their funds from the grasp of the ‘ar- 
chitects’ trust.’ ” 

The report of the St. Louis Subcommittee, after refer- 
ring to the competition for the Missouri State Capitol 
in which members from St. Louis played an active and 
useful part, says: “During the past year there seems to 
have been no disposition on the part of Chapter members 
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to take part in irregular competitions, and therefore we may 
assume that the result of the enforcement of the Institute 
Code has been eminently satisfactory. In this locality 
there seems, however, to be a marked disposition on the 
part of well established architects to avoid competitions 
altogether, many of the more important firms making this 
a matter of fixed business policy.” 

The Board of Directors of the Institute has instructed 
this Committee to make a statement in regard to the case 
of the Franklin Engraving Co. of Chicago and to indicate 
the lessons to be drawn from it. 

From evidence submitted to the Committee on Practice 
in the course of its investigation of the case, it appears 
that the Company retained three architects to make sim- 
ultaneous sketches for its proposed building, for a fee of 
three hundred dollars each. There was no professional 
adviser in charge of the competition and no program other 
than a statement of requirements. The Subcommittee 
for the Territory of the Illinois Chapter took the view 
that this affair came under an exception relative to a “pre- 
liminary report” which at that time was included in the 
Code, since their “ruling was that no competition existed.” 

The Board of Directors, finding that the exception in 
question was likely to be seized upon as a cloak for im- 
proper competitions, promptly rescinded it. 

The Committee on Practice in reporting to the Board 
upon this case offered the following comment which the 
Board draws to the attention of members of the Institute: 
“Your Committee believes that the spirit of the Code is 
and should be superior to the strict letter, and that where 
doubt exists as to the literal interpretation of any para- 
graph, that paragraph should be interpreted in the light 
of the spirit of the Code as a whole. 

“Viewed in that light, the paragraph under ‘Sundry 
Exceptions’ which relates to the preliminary report upon 
the development of a property should not in our opinion 
have been interpreted as permitting two or more members 
of the Institute to prepare plans for the same project at 
the same time, under conditions which violate the spirit 
of every paragraph of the Code from beginning to end.” 

The Board is deeply impressed with the grave import- 
ance of the work of the Subcommittees on Competitions 
and of the vital necessity of their discharging their duties 
under the Code in the spirit in which it is written. 

The competition for a Young Woman’s Christian Asso- 
ciation building at Harrisburg, Pa., is interesting as pre- 
senting a case in which the owner appealed to the Stand- 
ing Committee from a decision of a subcommittee. A 
member of the Institute held that the owner was indebted 
to him for work previously performed in preparing draw- 
ings and specifications. ‘The Subcommittee was informed 
that the owner had made a formal tender to arbitrate 
the claim but that the architect had not accepted the offer. 
The Subcommittee stated that the program of compe- 
tition was in all ways in accord with the code but that it 
would not give approval until the claimant architect had 
been paid. From this decision the owner appealed. 
He proved his offer of arbitration and the architect's failure 
to accept it. The Standing Committee sustained the 
appeal and ordered the program approved. 

Reference should also be made to the fine conduct of 
competitors invited to take part in the Providence, R. L., 
Armory competition and to the spirited attitude of mem- 
bers of the Rhode Island Chapter. The program was of 
the lowest type. It was freely stated that the competi- 
tion was being used as a cloak for the appointment of a 


certain person. Architects invited to compete were 
prompt with indignant refusals. The newspapers not 
only published accounts of the meetings of the Commis- 
sioners which showed the most singular proceedings, 
but they urged the Commissioners to adopt the orderly 
methods of the Institute. In the end, their methods 
thoroughly exposed and no architect of reputation consent- 
ing to take part in it, the Commissioners abandoned the 
competition and made a direct appointment of the person 
to whom rumor had pointed as the predestined winner. 
The Chapter published a dignified and admirable explana- 
tion of the Institute’s methods. 

The most important competition with which the Stand- 
ing Committee on Competitions has had to deal during 
the year was that for the Missouri State Capitol. It 
was a crucial test of the principles and the authority of 
the Institute. 

Through the efforts of members of the Chapter in Mis- 
souri, the Commissioners had been made aware of the 
Institute’s Code, and had retained a professional adviser, 
but when the program appeared it had grave defects, 
among which were the following: 

1. The competition was open to all but, before the award 
would be made, the name of the supposed winner was to 
be disclosed. 

2. The right to reject any or all plans submitted was 
reserved. 

3. Almost all of the statements relative to payments 
and practice were at variance with the Institute’s Schedule. 

The program was transmitted to the Standing Com- 
mittee and a lengthy correspondence with the State Cap- 
itol Commissioners followed in which they were informed 
of all the changes that would have to be made if the 
Institute’s approval were to be obtained. The invited 
competitors refused to have anything to do with the com- 
petition unless the program were put on a high plane. 
The local Chapters came out strongly against the program. 
The press supported the architects. ‘The Commissioners, 
finding that they could make no progress without the 
Institute’s approval, invited the Standing Committee to 
meet them in St. Louis. It was not, however, until they 
gave assurances that they would make a sincere effort 
to bring their program into harmony with the Institute’s 
principles that the Committee consented to go. Four of 
its members met the Commissioners and, after meetings 
lasting over two days, the Commissioners were shown ways 
by which they could legally bring their program into such 
condition that it could receive the Institute’s approval, 
which was finally given. 

The act appointing the Commission was drawn in ig- 
norance of proper practice and imposed limitations which 
it required much ingenuity to interpret into action accept- 
able to the Institute. The Commissioners, when at last 
convinced that the form and terms of competition recom- 
mended by the Committee were in consonance with law 
and in the interest of the State, acceded to them, and upon 
the close of the competition, adopted resolutions express- 
ing the greatest appreciation of the Standing Committee’s 
action and thanking it for advice and assistance in the 
conduct of the competition. 

The chairman of the Standing Committee on Com- 
petitions has received from the chairman of the Missouri 
State Capitol Commissioners a letter reading as follows: 

““We have finally concluded all arrangements in connec- 
tion with architectural work upon the State Capitol. We 
have selected our architects and the plan in strict accord- 
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ance with the rules of the American Institute of Architects. 
We are fully satisfied with the result and we wish to 
acknowledge the friendly assistance which you and your 
associates have rendered us in this matter. 

“As a matter of history, as well as of justice to all 
concerned, we desire to have it known to the architects 
of the country that our advisory architect, Mr. L. Baylor 
Pendleton, has, from the beginning of his association with 
us, striven earnestly to have the competition held in strict 
accordance with the rules of your Institute. In fact, the 
first program issued conformed to the spirit of the rules 
of the Institute, but it was rejected by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, and the result was that we were compelled to issue 
a program which was not satisfactory either to us or to the 
Institute._ 

“In finally evolving a program that was acceptable 
to all concerned, and in which you so kindly aided us, 
Mr. Pendleton was in full sympathy with the rules of the 
Institute and has maintained an unvarying loyalty to 
that organization up to the time of the final award. 

“To him and to your Committee, more than any others, 
we feel is due the fact that the problem has been so hap- 
pily solved. We wish to give honor where honor is due. 

“Tt is useless for us to say that the members of the State 
Capitol Commission Board are thorough converts to the 
methods and rules adopted by the American Institute 
of Architects for architectural competitions.” 

In concluding this review of cases, it is highly gratifying 
to note that the most important competition of the year, 
that for the new Court House in New York, involving an 
expenditure of perhaps $20,000,000, is under the conduct 
of your president, Mr. Walter Cook, who acts not merely 
as professional adviser but as consulting architect to the 
Court House Board. 

The Standing Committee offers for adoption the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

Resolved, first, that the Forty-sixth Annual Convention 
of the American Institute of Architects reaffirms the prin- 
ciples heretofore adopted by the Institute in its efforts 
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to abate the evils of competition as expressed in the ‘‘Cir- 
cular of Advice” and approves the course of the Board of 
Directors in enforcing these principles. 

Resolved, second, that the “‘Circular of Advice Relative 
to Principles of Professional Practice” be amended as 
follows: 


ARTICLE 14, Change the first sentence to read: “An 
architect should not take part in a competition as a com- 
petitor or juror unless the competition is to be conducted 
according to the best practice and usage of the profession, 
as evidenced by its having received the approval of the 
Institute, nor should he continue to act as professional 
adviser after it has been determined that the program 
cannot be so drawn as to receive such approval. When an 
architect has been authorized to submit sketches for a given 
project, no other architect should submit sketches for i 
until the owner has taken definite action on the first sketches, 
since, as far as the second architect is concerned, a com- 
petition is thus established.” 

Resolved, third, that the ‘‘Canons of Ethics” be amended 
as follows: 

ArtIcLE 5. Change the article to read: “5. To take part 
in any competition which has not received the approval 
of the Institute or to continue to act as professional adviser 
after it has been determined that the program cannot be 
so drawn as to receive such approval. 

ArticLe 11. Add the words “e. g., by submitting sketches 
for a project for which another architect has been author 
ized to submit sketches.” 

Resolved, fourth, that the American Institute of Archi- 
tects requires its Chapters so to arrange their affairs that 
the Institute’s Canons of Ethics shall be binding upon 
all their members and that the Board of Directors is hereby 
empowered and instructed to enforce this order. 

Resolved, fifth, that the Board of Directors be and they 
are hereby instructed to print in the Annuary, under the 
heading of each Chapter, an exact statement of the limits 
of its territory. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TOWN PLANNING 


It is gratifying to note the continued interest and the 
growing appreciation of the value of town planning. 
During the past year many cities in the United States 
and Canada have turned their attention to the subject, 
some are taking active steps to improve their water fronts, 
solve the railroad problem or to plan civic centers. Others 
are turning their attention to suburban development 
and in a few more ambitious instances comprehensive 
plans are being prepared for the growth and development 
of the entire city. 

The activity in the various societies and civic bodies 
continues and lectures on city planning and meetings de- 
voted to the subject are on the increase. The result of 
these activities has been to interest the city authorities 
themselves and it is encouraging to note that in numerous 
cases the local city governments have espoused the idea, 
and recognizing the value of technical advice have appoint- 
ed expert advisers to guide them in the development of 
their cities. 

It was the thought of your Committee that we could 
perform a service to the members of the A. I. A. by sug- 
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gesting some general ideas that might serve as a guide for 
municipalities in the preparation of their plans and in 
the adoption of the necessary legislation. ‘The authorities 
as a rule are somewhat at a loss to know how to proceed 
and the first steps are the most difficult. 

Much interest has been shown in the Town Planning 
Act now in force in England and it seemed possible that 
this act or a modification of it might serve as a basis for 
a similar law that will be suitable to American cities. 
After consideration, however, this did not appear feasible. 
The English Town Planning law provides for a central 
body possessing absolute power who can criticize and 
control the plans of all English cities which must be pre- 
sented to it for its approval. This does not appear to be 
possible in our country. The laws in each state are differ- 
ent and each Town Planning Act would necessarily have 
to be drawn to conform to the state law. Lately a very 
strong movement in favor of what is called “home rule” 
for cities has manifested itself so that a general state law 
governing the powers of a city to make its plans would,

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AMERICAN INSTITUTE 
CONVENTION 
[ice the Forty-Sixth Annual Conven- 


tion of the American Institute of 
Architects, recently held in Wash- 
ington, D. C., was productive of much good 
is evident from a perusal of a report of the 
proceedings. But to anyone present, the 
evidence given at this Convention, that the 
American Institute has developed from an 
organization with undoubted high ideals 
but low vitality to one with purpose no less 
lofty but also possessed with enthusiasm 
and energy sufficient to undertake and 
accomplish results considered impossible 
of achievement a few years ago, was even 
more impressive than the record of actual 
accomplishment presented. Unanimity of 
feeling that in itself insures efficiency of 
action in aly organization was a notice- 
able feature of the proceedings of this 
meeting, whereas a marked divergence of 
opinion has sometimes characterized the 
deliberations of preceding gatherings. 
President Walter Cook, during the course 
of his address, took occasion to call par- 
ticular attention to this new life and interest 
shown by members in the aims and aspira- 
tions of the Institute. Undoubtedly, it 
affords the largest degree of justification for 
confidence in the future of this body and 
furnishes basis for hope that the architecture 
of America will ere long receive that meas- 


ure of public regard and consideration to 
which its importance entitles it. 

The Institute now takes its place as one 
of the great factors in the development of 
this country. In lending its influence to 
the larger movements, such as town plan- 
ning, housing of the poor, proper char- 
acter of Government buildings, wise utili- 
zation of artistic opportunities, and other 
problems that are occupying the attention of 
thoughtful people, and in offering the trained 
assistance of its members in their solution, 
it is occupying a higher plane and directing 
operations in a broader field of usefulness 
than ever before. 

A Convention is necessarily concerned 
with the problems and difficulties encoun- 
tered by the Institute membership quite 
as much as with recording achievements 
and reporting progress made. The fact 
remains that the securing of commissions 
as well as their execution occupies much of 
the time and intelligence of professional 
men. Evidence of the importance of this 
phase of professional practice is presented 
in a long and carefully prepared report 
of the Committee on Competitions. This 
report probably constitutes the most volu- 
minous single document submitted to the 
Convention. It covers every detail of com- 
petitions and undertakes to clear up the 
various points which experience has shown 
are ambiguous in the Competitions Code 
in force up to the present time. It also 
offers additional features designed to pre- 
vent misunderstanding or possible misinter- 

retation. ‘The wisdom of these added 
eteote is apparent, and while it is realized 
that conditions of practice vary to an almost 
unbelievable extent in different parts of 
the United States, the amended code is 
a document the entire profession might 
study and adopt with profit, to practitioner 
and owner alike. Considering the pro- 
gress that has been made in the educa- 
tion of both the profession and public in 
the matter of competitions during the past 
year, such a fortunate consummation does 
not seem beyond the possibility of fulfill- 
ment within a measurable period of time. 

Much of the general progress made is 
undoubtedly due to the Fret that through 
the Committee on Public Information the 
public has been furnished with reliable 
and authoritative information on matters 
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pertaining to architecture. The medium 
of the press has been skillfully employed 
in this work. Errors of statement have 
been corrected and the architect’s function 
and work have been explained, resulting 
in a greater appreciation and understanding 
on the part of the public. 

The Camstaities on Education has per- 
formed notable work, and progress of a kind 
which means improvement in quality, as 
well as advance in position, has been 
greater during the past twelve months than 
ever before. 

A temporary set-back received by the 
cause of good architecture is recorded in 
the repeal of the Tarsney Act. It seems 
that while this action is undoubtedly a 
retrograde movement, it may furnish the 
incentive for conducting an educational 
~ampaign, which if sufficiently thorough will 
in all probability result in an act even broad- 


er than the Tarsney Act and one that will 
not only correct its defects but supply many 
of its deficiencies. It is a curious quality 
of the human mind that prevents it in many 
cases from recognizing or appreciating con- 
ditions often of great value, until they have 
per and it is safe to predict that the pub- 
ic will strongly favor any proposed legisla- 
tion that promises to improve the architec- 
ture of Federal buildings, after a short 
experience with the politically appointed 
architect in charge, as seems to be the plan 
of those who were instrumental in securing 
the repeal of the Tarsney Act. 

Taken all in all, the record of accom- 
plishment of this representative organization 
of architects in this country, during the 
past year, is one of which the entire pro- 
fession has reason to be proud. Conditions of 
practice both for Institute and non-Institute 
members have been materially improved.

we think, be very unpopular. The conditions, not only 
in different states, but in different cities vary so greatly 
that we believe it would not be well to attempt to frame 
a general law. 

The regulations that obtain in France and in Germany 
seem entirely inapplicable to our form of government 


and apparently it is advisable for our cities to make their 


own rules and regulations. 


It has been found to be extremely difficult to obtain 
documents and pictures that relate to city planning and 
there is a constant demand for such data. We suggest 
that the A. I. A. enlarge its present collection of lantern 
slides and procure views of the best examples in Europe 
and America. Many pictures can be obtained showing 
suburban development and garden cities, also views of 
civic centers, street intersections, settings for building, 


water fronts, railroad terminals and similar subjects 
illustrating problems connected with city planning. These 
might be loaned to members of the Institute to assist them 
in their work, or copies might be made at a nominal cost 
and sold to those interested. 

It is most desirable that some central library should 
collect plans of important cities, properly drawn to scale, 
and there is such detailed information that is constantly 
required. Undoubtedly the possession of this library 
would be of great value to our members and it seems to 
your Committee that the A. I. A. should take immediate 
steps to collect maps and documents which would form 
the nucleus of such a library. We believe that the cost 
might be met by private subscription. The value of this 
can hardly be overestimated. The cost of additional 
lantern slides is easily within our means and would be a 
very great service to members who wish to deliver lectures 
on city planning, but we strongly urge the foundation of 
a real reference library on city planning

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 





Washington State Chapter A.I.A. 


The reguar monthly meeting of the Washington 
State Chapter A. I. A. was held at the University 
Club, Seattle, June 5, 1912. With a view towards 
establishing more cordial relations between the ar- 
chitects and engineers this subject was made a 
special feature of the meeting, and the following 
prominent engineers were present as guests of the 
Chapter: Major James B. Cavanaugh, U. S. Army ; 
A. H. Dimock, City Engineer of Seattle; Captain 
A. O. Powell and Joseph Jacobs, President and 
Secretary of the Pacific Northwest Society of [én- 
gineers. 

Before entering upon the special subject of the 
meeting the following Committee reports were given 
consideration : 

The Committee on Architectural Instruction at 
the State University of Washington, Mr. Bebb, 
Chairman, reported that the Committee had met 
with the Board of Regents of the University, and 
had presented a memorial urging the establishment 
of a Department of Architecture at the University. 
The proposal was favorably received and referred 
to the President of the University with whom an 
interview was being arranged as directed by the 
Council of the Chapter. The Committee report 
was accepted and a suggestion was made by Mr. 
C. F. Gould of the Committee that the Chapter 
Members use their influence in support of the move- 
ment to the end that the next State Legislature 
might be prevailed upon to appropriate the neces- 
sary funds. 


The Committee on Contracts and Specifications, 
Mr. Blackwell, Chairman, reported in detail on 
some change in the wording of a section of the pro- 
posed Washington State Chapter Edition of the 
Contract Forms. The position taken by the Com- 
mittee was sustained and the Secretary instructed 
to notify the publisher at once so that there would 
be no further delay in the printing. 

After routine reports from some other Commit- 
tees the President welcomed the guests of the even- 
ing with a few well chosen remarks on the mutual 
interest existing between the professions of the 
architect and the engineer, and expressing a hope 
that closer sympathy would exist between them. 
A scholarly presentation of the interrelation of the 
two professions was read, and the President then 
introduced Major Cavanaugh, the United States 
Engineer in charge of local government work. 
Major Cavanaugh gave a graphic account of the 
work on the Lake Washington Canal project, what 
had already been accomplished, and plans for fur- 
ther work which would insure a speedy completion 


of this important enterprise. The Major’s remarks 
were of great interest and were much appreciated. 

Mr. Dimock, Seattle’s City Engineer, was then 
called upon and spoke of the co-operation that 
should exist in architectural and engineering work 
to the advantage of both. Some work of the ar- 
chitect would be better for the engineer’s advice as 
to the proper use of material, and some engineering 
works were lacking in architectural expression 
which could only be supplied by the trained archi- 
tect. It was often most advantageous to have the 
architect follow the engineer, as in city planning 
work, where the problem was fundamentally engi- 
neering, that of meeting the requirements of trans- 
portation. Mr. Dimock spoke of the high value of 
the architect’s work on structures being built under 
his direction and promised to use his best efforts to 
secure the architect’s co-operation in the future, to 
the end that we might have worthy civic struc- 
tures, a paying investment as well as objects of 
civic pride. 

Captain Powell being next called upon gave ex- 
pression to his wish that closer affiliations might 
exist between the architects’ and engineers’ societies, 
and spoke of a recent action of the Engineers’ So- 
ciety appointing a committee to consider the ques- 
tion of joint quarters to be occupied by different 
professional organizations. Captain Powell re- 
ferred to the efforts of the Secretary of the Engi- 
neers’ Society. Mr. Jacobs, who was next called "non 
and gave details of the project to secure a building 
where an adequate meeting place and library facil- 
ities could be had. 

The Chapter voted that a special committee be 
appointed to confer with the Engineers’ Committee 
on the subject. 

Mr. Blackwell, a member of both the engineers’ 
and architects’ societies, was then asked to sav a few 
words on the relation of the two organizations. 
He had become a charter member of the Engineers’ 
Societv. .as he had realized the value of co-onera- 
tion. The French had defined the engineers’ and 
architects’ work as one being below and the cther 
above the surface of the ground. It was a common 
idea, exemplified particularly in this new country, 
that the engineer builds first and the architect fol- 
lows and beautifies. The work of both would be 
better for a closer union and co-operation from the 
beginning. 

Mr. Bebb being called upon stated that there had 
been nothing to suggest for discussion, as all present 
were evidently of one mind, and Mr. C. F. Gould 
spoke of engineering and architecture being in real- 
ity two branches of the same profession. The work 
of the technical men caused a city to mature rapidly, 
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and the value of this effort did not always get suffi- 
cient recognition. Mr. Gould thought the capital- 
ist should be considered in our plans for united 
action, as he could carry our work into effect. 

A cordial invitation from Mr. Dimock and Cap- 
tain Powell was extended to the Chapter to par- 
ticipate in the convention proceedings of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers to be held in 
Seattle the coming month. 


Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Southern 


Pennsylvania Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects 


THE ANNUAL BANQUET 


The annual meeting of the Southern Pennsyl- 
vania Chapter of the A. I. A. was called to order 
at 5 P.M., with the president, Mr. J. A. Dempwolf, 
in the chair, at the Engineers’ Club, Harrisburg. 

The president made an informal annual address 
in which he referred to the progress the Chapter 
had made in the past year, and stated that it was a 
source of gratification to know that its influence 
was being noticed by members of Congress and 
others. He also referred to the evil of bad com- 
petitions, and expressed the hope that a sense of 
business principles and fairness in the mind of the 
public as well as the constancy of the members of 
the Chapter to the code of ethics of the A. I. A. 
would bring about a much better condition in the 
future. 

Resolutions on the death of Mr. C. A. McClure, 
a charter member of this Chapter, were adopted. 

The Committee on Competitions reported that it 
had acted upon the resolutions adopted at the last 
regular meeting by which letters were written 
from the committee of this Chapter and also from 
the Competition Committee of the Institute urging 
the Harrisburg School Board to make a change in 
its Rule No. 68 whereby it should be possible to 
select an architect by direct appointment or by 
competition under the Rules of the Institute. 

The following officers were elected for the en- 
suing year: President, J. A. Dempwolf; vice-presi- 
dent, B. F. Willis; secretary, M. T. Kast; treasurer, 
C. Emlen Urban; directors, J. B. Hamme and 
Thomas H. Hamilton. 

On motion it was proposed that Mr. John Hall 
Rankin be made an honorary member of this Chap- 
ter. This was carried unanimously. 

The chairman of the Committee on Historic 
Monuments reported progress and at the same time 
started a discussion on the subject of the preserva- 
tion of the tower of Zion Reformed Church at 
York, Pa. It was urged that an effort be made to 
have the tower repaired by public subscription or 
moved to a safer Jocation elsewhere as a monu- 


ment, with the addition of an appropriate base to 
the same. The report was accepted. 

After a short discussion of the membership 
question, the meeting adjourned. 

The annual banquet of the Southern Pennsyl- 
vania Chapter of the Institute was held on the 
evening of May 23. The occasion was one of 
considerable interest and marked by the enthusi- 
asm which characterizes all the meetings of this 
Chapter.

Kelsey, Mr. Glenn Brown, secretary of the Insti- 
tute, and Mr. D. Knickerbacker soyd, past presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania State Association, and 
others. 


Bureau of Buildings Bulletins 

The following Bulletins have been issued by Mr. 
Rudolph P. Miller, Superintendent of Buildings for 
the Borough of Manhattan, in accordance with the 
practice established by him soon after assuming 
office. 

As previously announced, these Bulletins cover 
all rulings, modifications of the Code and approvals 
of new materials of construction and are designed 
to keep architects and other interested persons in- 
formed concerning matters of moment to them. 
Previous Bulletins were published in our issue of 
April 10, 1912: 


Bulletin No. 12 is a modification granted on precedent 
already established. 

Bulletin No. 13. This Bulletin affects the rules and regu- 
lations for plumbing and drainage, water supply, gas piping 
and ventilation of buildings. It is of pies ng extended 
character and has the endorsement of the Superintendents 
of Buildings of the five Boroughs of Greater New York. 
Space does not permit its reproduction in these columns, 
but a copy may be seen by application to the Bureau of 
3uildings. 

Bulletin No. 15 is a modification of the Code, permitting 
the use of a fifteen-foot section of 8-inch wall, due to spe- 
cial conditions and does not appear general in character. 

Bulletin No. 16—Fireproof Trim. The incombustible 
flooring composition manufactured by the Idealite Company 
of New York is approved for use as flooring and interior 
trim in buildings exceeding 150 feet in height. 

Bulletin No. 17—Cooling Towers. All cooling towers 
hereafter erected shall be constructed of incombustible ma- 
terial throughout. 

Bulletin No. 18. This Bulletin simply outlines a plan of 
procedure where application for a new building or the 
enlargement of an existing one is filed for any premises 
along the line of an existing subway or within one hundred 
feet of the same. It is provided that the matter shall be 
referred to the Public Service Commission for approval 
by the Chief Engineer as to whether the subway structure 
will be injuriously affected by the proposed work. 

Bulletin No. 19—Dumbwaiter Shafts. The Court of Ap- 
peals has affirmed the decision of the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court in the case of the City of New York vs. 
Morton H. C. Foster. This means that the provisions of 


Section 97 of the Building Code with respect to dumbwaiter 
shafts are retroactive, and dumbwaiter shafts in tenement 
houses erected prior to 1900 must be made fireproof. These 
shafts to be acceptable must be constructed of suitable walls 
of brick or of burned clay blocks set in iron frames of 
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proper strength, or of one of the approved fireproof par- 
tition constructions. 


Bulletin No. 20. Hereafter no permits will be issued 
by the Bureau of Buildings for repairs or alterations to 
show windows extending outside the building line between 
the sidewalk level and ten feet above the same, unless such 
repairs or alterations contemplate setting the show window 
back to or within the building line. 

Bulletin No. 21—Private Stairs in Duplex Apartments. 
Hereafter any private stairs within an apartment in a fire- 
proof building shall be constructed of incombustible mate- 
rials except that the hand rails may be of hardwood and 
the treads may be of oak not less than 154 inches thick, 
provided that where such wooden treads are used, the 
underside of the stairs shall be entirely lathed with iron 
or wire lath and plastered thereon or covered with metal. 


University of Pennsylvania Makes Honor 


Awards 


The staff of instructors in the School of Archi- 
tecture of the University of Pennsylvania have 
announced that they will award a medal to be known 
as the Faculty Medal of the School of Architecture 
to the student in architecture who attains the highest 
general standing in his course. The award this 
year has been made to Harrison Townsend, Jr., of 
the graduating class. There were 28 men competing 
for the prize. 

Another prize, offered by John F. Harbeson of 
the class of 1910, of $25, to be given to the two men 
in sums of $15 and $10, respectively, who shall have 
done the best work in the course of historic orna- 
ment (the money to be expended in books), was 
divided between Julius Boenisch and Martin G. 
Lindquist, both members of the two years’ special 
course. 


South Bend (Ind. ) Architectural Club's 
Exhibition 

An exhibition of architecture, under the auspices 
of the South Bend Architectural Club, was formally 
opened on June 11, and continued for one week. 
This progressive organization, in addition to a dis- 
play of work of its own members, was able to draw 
largely from the exhibits recently shown at the 
Herron Art Institute at Minneapolis. 

The rooms in the Court House at South Bend, 
thronged with a most appreciative lot of visitors, 
and the object of the exhibition—the advancement 
of the cause of good architecture—were very satis- 
factorily served. 


Brooklyn's City Plan 


Considerable substantial progress is said to have 
been made by the Brooklyn Committee on City 
Planning, and the ground plan, for future develop- 
ment, has been, it is announced, carefully worked 
out. 

Special attention has been directed by the com- 
mittee to improving transit conditions at the bridge 
terminals, and these in conjunction with plans for 
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similar improvement on the Manhattan side will, it 
is believed, afford relief from the traffic congestion 
that now taxes the forces of the bridge authorities 
as well as the police. 

The Municipal Building and the Court House site 
have all been carefully considered, and it is believed 
that in the fall, when the committee resumes its ses- 
sions, progress will be rapid and the general plan 
will assume tangible shape. 


Competition for Los Angeles High School 


A competition held by the board of education 
of the city of Los Angeles, Cal., has resulted in 
failure due to the fact that its provisions were not 
drawn in accordance with best practice as outlined 
by the institute. 

The program as originally formulated called for a 
fee of 3 per cent. without supervision and 3% per 
cent. with supervision. It is stated that the failure 
of institute members to participate in the competi- 
tion has prevented the presentation of any design of 
sufficient dignity to warrant its consideration and 
that the board has extended its competition for a 
further period of thirty days, at the same time pro- 
viding for remuneration that complies with the 
institute code. 

It is a satisfaction to note the very active work of 
the institute in these matters and the efficient manner 
in which those at the head of the various committees 
are carrying on the work intrusted to them. 


Tulane (La.) Wisin, School of 
Architecture 


We note in press despatches that the department 
of architecture of Tulane University will, owing to 
the suggestion of the Louisiana Chapter of the insti- 
tute, be thoroughly reorganized, and afford the very 
best facilities for study. 

Mr. N. C. Curtis, formerly professor of archi- 
tecture of the Alabama Clinic at Auburn, Ala., has, 
it is stated, accepted the chair of architecture at 
Tulane. Professor Curtis is a graduate of Columbia 
University. 


New Jersey State Architect 


It is stated in press reports that Mr. George S. 
Drew has been named as State Architect for the 
State of New Jersey. Under the present law the 
State Architect for the State of New Jersey is an 
assistant of the State Commissioner of Charities and 
Corrections.

senger the necessary step to be made to insure a 
safe exit or entrance. 

As may be noted, this minimizes the liability of 
accident.

The chain reaching from the architect to the completed 
painting job is composed of many links and the weakest of these 
represents the strength of the chain.

The architect may now specify pure linseed oil, Dutch Boy 
Painter trade-mark, and, what is more, may know as a certainty 
that this oil is used.

of subordinate interest. The staircases and accessory 
rooms which some students elected to give were disregarded 
altogether as being without the programme. The problem 
assigned was sufficiently difficult and comprehensive to 
warrant the student’s entire attention. It is regrettable 
that so many students made the mistake of studying quite 
other problems than the one assigned. ‘ 


The prevalent faults in plan were that the outside walls 
were often insufficient in depth to carry the fagade—the 
columns or motives of passageway too close together 
resulting in a false scale; the two sides of the second story 
room were often dissimilar in treatment and its fenestra- 
tion disregarded the axes of the first story so that a satis- 
factory fagade would have been difficult, if not impossible. 

The first mentions were awarded to those projets which, 
avoiding the above faults, had a good vaulting for the pass- 
age, a correct difference of character and scale between 
the first and second floors, interesting detail and good 
draftsmanship.

OHIO’S STATE BUILDING CODE

SAFETY ELECTRICAL APPLIANCES 


In order to reduce the risk of fire from over- 
heating electric irons and cooking devices, the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters is said to have 
recommended that an incandescent lamp of low 
candle power be connected in multiple between all 
electric heaters and the switch controlling the same. 
This will show at a glance if the circuit has through 
oversight been left on. 

The Hart & Hegeman Manufacturing Company 
of Hartford, Conn., have produced a device to meet 
this recommendation. A small 125-volt lamp is 
mounted on a porcelain base and attached to a reg- 
ular flush plate having a cut-glass ruby bullseye in 
center so that the light of the lamp will show 
through the bullseye when the heater is in circuit. 
It is believed that this device will be generally 
adopted when the recommendation of the under- 
writers has had time to have its full effect.

Women as Architects 


The alleged suitability of women as architects is 
again under discussion in the daily Press, as tie 
result of what is called “Lady Osborne Morgan’s 
criticism of male architects” in the course of the 
inaugural ceremony of the Arts and Crafts Exhibi- 
tion in connection with the National Eisteddfod at 
Wrexham. Lady Osborne Morgan, in congratu- 
lating the promoters on the success of the exhibi- 
tion, is reported to have said, referring to the de- 
signs for workmen’s cottages in the competition 
promoted by the Welsh Housing Association: “The 
profession of architecture offers strong inducements 
to women. The knowledge and experience of the 
home should enable women to make it a profitable 
as well as a useful profession, for, with all due 
deference to the lords of creation, I do not think 
male architects quite understand the construction of 
a larder.” Probably these remarks were not made 
seriously, but a point of the criticism, implying that 
the construction of a house consists in the designing 
of larders, is being endorsed by writers in the daily 
Press. A well-known provincial journal, at all 
events, commenting on these remarks, appears to 
think that in the great majority of the houses put up 
as the habitations of the lower middle class the needs 
of women receive strikingly inadequate considera- 
tion: “Houses rented at from twenty-four to thirty 
pounds a year have no cupboards worth talking 
about,” implying, of course, that the male architect 
is at fault, whereas no architect has anything to do 
with the great majority of these buildings. It is 
true that the real author of these structures—the 
speculative builder—is mentioned later on, but the 
writer’s confusion in facts is shown when he says: 
“Garden cities in various parts of the country are 
showing that conditions can be improved with no 
greater demands on space or funds. * * * Pos- 
sibly our architects of Suburbia will follow the ex- 
ample. * * * The existing state of things might 
easily be improved by women architects, presuming 
that they had domestic knowledge and experience 
on which to base their designs.” We need scarcely 
point out that conditions have improved in garden 
cities because of the increasing employment of 
architects, and we doubt whether women architects, 
even with domestic knowledge and experience, 
would be able to improve on the existing state of 
things, though we might welcome the substitution 
of the woman architect for our old friend the Jerry- 
builder—The Builder (London). 


The Death Throes of Art 


Despair is writ large on the brow of Mr. George 
Moore, who prophesies in a London paper that art 
in fifty years will be no more. Nay, the “art age 
has ended as completely as the stone age,” Mr. 
Moore says. It should be national and insular, but 
now it is “impossible to distinguish between the art 
of one country and that of another.”’ Whistler was 
not American. He represented French painting be- 
cause he was trained in France, but—wonder of 
wonders—“he came to England and developed 
painting of his own!” 

So Whistler came to represent no nation, but his 
own genius. Mr. Moore says that his picture, “Lit- 
tle Miss Alexander,” brought something new into 
art, which did not exist before. Why then stickle 
for nationality? France should have spoiled an 
American, if Mr. Moore’s observations are of 
worth. Painting deals in universals, and national 
modes of expression may serve to conceal medioc- 
rity, as well as to be vehicles of individual genius. 
It is well that schools should flourish in every nation, 
schools with traditions, and emulative of each other. 
This is an indispensable condition. But in the last 
analysis the survival of art depends upon individual 
men. We may still hope that men will arise to be 
founders of schools as in past times—New York 
Times. 


City College Great Hall and Its Acoustics 


After experiments extending over the past two 
and a half years, the faulty acoustics of the great 
hall at the College of the City of New York are 
said to have been overcome, and it is believed that 
the big auditorium can now be used successfully 
for meetings and lectures. 

The hall is 180 feet long, go feet wide, and go 
feet high, and it was planned to use it not only for 
college purposes but for large civic meetings. Then 
shortly after its dedication, in 1908, it was found 
that the voice of any one speaking from the plat- 
form was unintelligible in the rear or to the side 
of the hall because of the excessive reverberation. 


A Limit to the Size of Buildings 


The announcement that the Earl’s Court authori- 
ties are considering the erection of the largest hall 
in the world, with a roof span of over 300 feet, 
raises the question as to whether there is any prac- 
tical necessity for limiting the size of buildings in a 
city. The area that any one building can occupy 
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seems to be determined by the necessities of the 
traffic and by the need for free intercommunication 
between every part of the town. No building should 
cover so much ground as to cut off direct communi- 
cation unless, like a palace, it is of first-rate public 
importance, or, like a park, it has advantages in 
other directions which provide an adequate com- 
pensation for the loss of convenience. The new 
London County Council Offices, with a length of 
over 800 feet, might be inconveniently large from 
the town-planning point of view were they not 
placed by the river, where no question of intercom- 
munication arises; but, even so, they appear to ap- 
proach the point in size at which the convenience of 
a single building ceases, even from its own point of 
view. The bank of a river, where communication 
from side to side is already rather restricted, seems 
the natural position for such buildings as require 
great length, but when they are placed in districts 
where the traffic cannot be interfered with the treat- 
ment adopted at the Louvre of taking the traffic 
through the ground floor of the building appears to 
be the most practical expedient. We seem to need 
some definite pronouncement as to the distance be- 
tween streets with reference both to the convenience 
of traffic and to the development of the area between 
them.—The Builder (London). 


Oldest Museum in the World 


Dr. Oito Kimmel, head of the East Asiatic De- 
partment of the Berlin Museum of Ethnology, tells 
of the oldest museum in the world, in the bulletin of 
the Société Franco-Japonaise. This museum may 
be found in the city of Nara, the former capital of 
Japan. Since its foundation, in 756, it went through 
all the changes of the Japanese Empire without one 
single addition to its collection. Dr. Otto Kiimmel 
is one of the few Europeans who were permitted to 
visit this museum. It opens its doors but once a 
year, on a day in spring, when a special committee 
inspecis the collection, and a new list is made out. 
The museum contains about 3,000 articles, which 
are said to be the most beautiful specimens of deco- 
rative work which have ever been produced by 
human hand; such as lacquer ware, decorative fur- 
niture, enamel ware, cambric like fabric, etc. The 
origin of the majority of the articles is uncertain; 
some came from China and others from Corea, but 
most of them appear to be of a more exotic origin. 
All, however, came of a time prior to the year 756. 
—The Architectural Review (London). 


New York Chapter A. I. A. Annual 
Apartment House Award 


The New York Chapter of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects awards each year two medals 
and four honorable mentions for excellence in ex- 
terior designs for apartment houses. These awards 
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of medals and honorable mentions are made to the 
owners. It is customary for them to award one 
medal to the class of apartment houses more than 
six stories in height and one medal to the class of 
apartment houses six stories or less in height, giv- 
ing two honorable mentions to each of the above 
two classes. 

The points for consideration in making the award 
are simplicity, good proportion, artistic and prac- 
tical use of inexpensive materials, the avoidance of 
imitation or sham materials, the adaptability of de- 
sign to site, and the satisfactory solution of the 
necessary utilitarian features. 

Any apariment house which has been erected 
within the Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx 
and shall have been completed within three years 
previous to October Ist is eligible for judgment, 
providing it has not received a medal or honorable 
mention in the preceding year. 

These medals are of bronze inscribed with the 
owner’s name and the location and name of the 
apartment house, and are accompanied by a certifi- 
cate setting forth the considerations of the jury in 
making the award. 

The certificates of honorable mention are in- 
scribed on parchment with the name of the owner, 
location and name of the building and the consid- 
erations of the jury, and the owner may have an 
inscription on the building similar to that for the 
medal, using the words “honorable mention’ in- 
stead of the word “medal.” 

The jury making the awards consist as follows: 
C. Grant La Farge, president of the New York 
Chapter; Robert W. De Forest, president of the 
Art Commission; John J. Murphy, Tenement 
House Commissioner; five members of the New 
York Chapter, and Egerton Swartwout, 244 Fifth 
avenue, secretary of the New York Chapter.

Company, Trenton, N. J., is a pretentious volume 
of more than 200 pages, 9 x 12 inches, and illus- 
trates the line of porcelain and vitreous ware 
plumbing fixtures made by this company.

action and artistic design. 

George Wragge, Ltd., of London, England, man- 
ufacturer of metal casements, has for his agent in 
this couniry Mr. F. G. Draper, 105 W. 4oth street, 
York, who has forwarded to us an illustrated cata- 
logue, 10 x 14% inches, showing a line of metal 
casements designed for every use where this form 
of window may be introduced. A feature of this 
catalogue is the reproduction of a series of sections 
for each type of window. These include the sec- 
tions through heads and sills, and the plan of jambs. 
In addition, each type of window illustrated has 
accompanying it an exterior view of a building 
showing its equipment with the casement. 

The catalogue is prepared in a way that permits 
architects to readily analyze the various types and 
decide on the particular one that best meets his 
needs.

gq The durability of wrought iron and steel pipe has been under the most 
critical investigation. Numerous opportunities have been taken to compare 
wrought iron and steel pipe which has been in actual service together for many 
years. Experience with other steel products proves nothing as to the durability 
of steel pipe; the conditions, materials and methods of manufacture being so 
radically different.

was the conclusion of Prof. Ira H. Woolson, after he investigated the rusting 
of hot-water piping in New York City bath-houses.2 


q “These results again demonstrate that taken on the average there is no 
difference in the corrosion of iron and steel pipe’’; is the statement of Dr. W. H. 
Walker, after making the most thorough research ever carried out on the corro- 
sion of many samples of adjacent iron and steel pipe in hot and cold water, live 
and exhaust steam, brine lines, etc.3 


gq A number of similar investigations relative to the durability of the two 
materials in various sections of the country confirm the conclusion that steel 
pipe in general is damaged by corrosion no more than wrought iron, and in 
many cases corrosion is less. 


gq Considering these facts, which refer to pipe made about ten years ago, 
is it not reasonable to believe that “‘NATIONAL” Modern Wrought Steel Pipe, 
as made by National Tube Company today, will outlive the best wrought iron 
because of the improvements made in recent years in pipe steel manufacture 
which maintains remarkable uniformity and corresponding rust-resisting proper- 
ties.

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CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 


HOUSE NUMBERING 

A writer in an English periodical states that the 
present year is the four hundredth anniversary of 
the numbering of houses and that in spite of the 
fact that this custom is of such long standing it 
has not yet reached a satisfactory system or a stand- 
ard way of displaying the numbers, so that they 
may be distinguished either by night or day. In 
the year 1512 a French architect devised a system 
of house numbering and about ten years later a 
method was adopted in Berlin. Houses were then 
numbered without any reference to their streets 
but in the order of their erection, so that succeed- 
ing numbers instead of applying to adjacent houses 
might be found more than a mile apart. This 
strange system survives to the present day in some 
parts of the East—Yokohama, for instance, where 
a new house is given the next number following 
that of the house that was last built, though it may 
be in an entirely different part of the city. <A 
method employed in St. Petersburg would seem to 
be one that would afford the night traveler some 
means of relief from those vexations which beset 
him in our American cities, when he searches after 
dark along the streets for a certain number, only to 
be found after he has burglar-like surreptitiously 
mounted the steps of a great number of houses. In 
St. Petersburg they display the numbers of houses 
by little lanterns bearing the numbers on the glass, 
so that one can readily find the desired number. 
And while discussing the subject of house number- 
ing, it is pertinent to refer to the very slipshod man- 
ner in which we designate the names of our streets. 
Modern street traffic has become so rapid that the 
usual signs discernible from the slow-moving car 
can be no longer read. We have not kept pace in 
our designation of streets with the improvements 
and rapidity of our present methods of moving 
about out of doors. We have much to accomplish 
in this direction. First, in devising satisfactory, 
means of remedying defects, and second, in secur- 
ing their adoption by municipal authorities in con- 
trol of such matters. The latter task is probably 
the greater. 


DALLIN’S STATUE TO REMAIN IN BOSTON 

The statue, “The Appeal to the Great Spirit,” by 
Cyrus E. Dallin, which has been temporarily estab- 
lished in the front of the Museum of Fine Arts, 
while the Metropolitan Improvement League in 
Boston has been endeavoring to raise sufficient funds 
to purchase it, we now learn will, through the dona- 
tion of Mr. Peter C. Brooks, be kept in Boston and 
will find a permanent resting place either in the Fen- 
Way or remain in its present location. Several 


other cities were eager to possess this very interest- 
ing example of American sculpture, which repre- 
sents a horse and its nude Indian rider, who is 
stretching his arms towards the rising sun. The 
presence of so excellent a work of art is, as stated 
by a local paper, a decided step towards a higher 
standard of public sculpture in Boston. 


ATLANTA, GA., ABOUT TO UNDERTAKE 
PREPARATION OF A CIVIC PLAN 

The growing activity in this country along lines of 
civic development is leading to efforts of cities in 
all sections. To correct present errors in planning 
and prepare for proper future development with a 
view to improving public utilities in the city of At- 
lanta, Ga., the Chember of Commerce in that city 
will shortly present a petition to the Mayor, asking 
him to authorize a body, to be known as the Atlanta 
Improvement Commission, which will have as its 
object the preparation and adoption of a city plan. 
The Commission will consist, according to reports, 
of the Park Board Commissioners and the officers 
and directors of the Chamber of Commerce. 

The idea is in direct line with the plan which over 
fifty other American cities have taken up within 
recent years. 


GROWTH OF THE ART OF MURAL DECO- 
RATION IN THE UNITED STATES 

Among all of the artistic developments in the 
United States which have been significant of prog- 
ress in the last fifteen or twenty years none has 
been more important than the growth of mural 
decoration. We owe a heavy debt to those public 
authorities who have come to realize the desirability 
of doing all that can possibly be done to make monu- 
mental buildings really beautiful. We are also 
indebted to the architects, who in these newer pro- 
jects have been quick to call the painter and the 
sculptor to their aid. Art cannot live by “exhi- 
bitions” alone. It is an old axiom that to play its 
true part in the life of the people it must become 
a thing of everyday, familiar use.. The good paint- 
ing or sculpture that is set in some public place 
exercises a peculiarly beneficial influence. Little by 
little it has its effect upon current taste-—New 
York Tribune. 


TREES IN CITY STREETS 
The summer visitor to Washington, D. C., is 
always impressed with the beauty of the trees that 
border the streets in the residential section of the 
Capital City. During the recent convention of the 
American Civic Federation held in Baltimore, speak- 
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ers referred to these tree-bordered streets and made 
a plea for more trees in the streets of all of our 
American cities. 

There can be but one opinion as to the desir- 
ability of trees, but there are many as to the 
feasibility of maintaining them so that they may 
grow and flourish and become an attractive feature. 

Subways, conduits, sewers, and the many under- 
ground channels that are part of our streets below 
the surface, all tend to impoverishment of soil 
and a constant drainage of moisture. More than 
one American city has experienced the loss of 
its trees in the streets after the sewers and con- 
duits have been laid. 

Every New Yorker of middle age knows how 
beautiful were its streets some thirty-five years 
ago. He knows how they became disfigured with 
a maze of wires, which after much protest were 
placed underground. Then the trees became scarcer 
until at last they have in most localities entirely 
disappeared. 

Substantial improvements, as in this case, are 
often gained only at the expense of other features 
that are attractive. 

Shade trees require soil, moisture and care. 
Apparently they cannot in large cities have moist 
soil, and it is doubtful if they may always receive 
the necessary care and protection.

THE CRUSADE AGAINST BILLBOARDS 


Following the example of San Francisco, in the 
matter of signboards—an account of which has 
already appeared in these columns—a committee 
of the San José (Cal.) Chamber of Commerce has 
made an appeal to property owners in that city to 
aid in the efforts to mitigate this nuisance by caus- 


ing to be removed the unsightly signs that are dis- 
figuring the city. 

A writer in the daily press, referring to this sub- 
ject, urges taxation of billboards as a means to 
prevent their erection. He states that owners of 
unimproved property find a source of income from 
these billboards and for this reason lend a willing 
ear to the arguments of the promoters. If the 
tax, he adds, could be made to offset the amount 
of income derived, owners would not be so willing 
to lease their property for advertising purposes 
and the promoter would have to offer increased in- 
ducements to secure a place to flaunt his garish 
announcements. The plan would seem to be worth 
considering. 


COURSE IN TOWN PLANNING A SUCCESS 
IN ENGLAND 

The University of London having had great suc- 
cess with its first summer school of town planning, 
has now made this subject a feature of the regular 
curriculum. The summer course was designed to 
be of value to architects, engineers and surveyors ; 
but in addition to these the registration shows lay- 
men from every walk in life. Even that hard- 
headed individual, the real-estate agent, whose only 
interest in land was supposed to be a commercial 
one, has attended the lectures, which embraced the 
whole field of town making from the civic and com- 
mercial center to the garden suburb.—Baltimore 
I! merican., 


MADISON, N. J. ENDEAVORS TO SOLVE 
BILLBOARD NUISANCE 


The Borough Council of Madison, N. J., has 
passed an ordinance to the effect that all property 
upon which advertising billboards are erected shall 
be assessed in their valuation to an amount that 
will exceed the revenue from the billboards. It 
will be interesting to note the result of this 
ordinance.

BurILDING STONES AND CLAy Propucts. A Hand- 
book for Architects. By Heinrich Ries, Ph.D. 

414 pp., illustrated. Full cloth. Size 6 x 9 inches. 

Price $3.00 net. New York: John Wiley & Sons. 

London: Chapman & Halli, Ltd. 

The author, believing that at least a preliminary 
knowledge of the subject of building stones and 
clay products is of importance to the architect, has 
prepared this work with special reference to the 
man in practice. Few people, he believes, will deny 
that familiarity with the properties and durability 
of material, and, in the case of clay products, their 
methods of manufacture, will enable architects to 
select and use these materials with greater intelli- 
gence. In order to make the work of the greatest 
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availability, it has been divested of the ultra-tech- 
nical description that generally accompanies a work 
of this nature, and while the geology of the sub- 
ject, the origin and formation of building stones 
and clay products has necessarily been dwelt upon 
to some extent, the description is divested of much 
of that technical wording that clouds the meaning 
to the lay reader and causes him to lay aside the 
work as too technical, considering the time that he 
can devote to its perusal. 

Particular attention has been given in the descrip- 
tion of building stones, to their weathering qual- 
ities, color, their susceptibility to working tools, 
and other information that architects should possess. 


A PractricAL MANUAL OF STEAM AND Hot-WaTER 
Heatinc. By Edward Richmond Pierce. Full 
cloth, 340 pp. Size 5% x 8% inches. Chicago:

In a preface to this work the author states that 
for more than a quarter of a century he has been 
engaged with those who manufacture and sell boilers 
and radiators for steam and hot-water heating.

In the present volume it has been his endeavor to 
incorporate in a concise way all the information 
that he has acquired during this period of prac- 
tice. The book has been prepared with the end 
in view of affording architects an opportunity to 
become thoroughly informed as to modern methods 
of steam and hot-water heating. 


STAIRCASES AND GARDEN Steps. By Guy Cadogan 
Rothery. Full cloth, 245 pp. Size, 5 x 7 inches. 
Price S1.50 net. New York: Frederick A. 
Stokes Co. 

This work is the third in a series of volumes on 
the decoration and interior treatment of the house. 
In it the author has endeavored to show how the 
staircase developed in importance with the advance 
of art. The work has been done in a comprehensive 
way and the writer shows an unquestioned knowl- 
edge of his subject and its relation to the architec- 
tural treatment of the house. So much has been 
written on the subject of staircases that it has be- 
come one that most architectural readers will per- 
haps regard as having been already exhausted. Yet, 
Mr. Rothery has succeeded in imparting much in- 
terest to his discussion of the subject, has been 
able to incorporate many illustrations of staircases 
and details that are not of general knowledge. 
The work may, therefore, be said to be less hack- 
neyed than some of its predecessors on a similar 
subject and worth reading, not only by the student 
but by the man in practice as well.

Books intended to serve as histories of architec- 
ture have multiplied so fast during recent years 
that it would seem as if no further facts could be 
deduced and whatever might be set down was 
simply the critical judgment of the various authors 
influenced more or less by the works that had pre- 
ceded them. Yet, in this instance, it may be said 
that Mr. Statham has been able to successfully 
condense in the limitations of the present volume a 
very readable and very dependable critical analysis 
of the architecture of the various periods, and has 
further been able to secure to illustrate his text, 
a great many examples that are not hackneyed by 
reason of their having been many times previously 
shown in other works on this subject. He has also 
avoided the customary subdivisions into chapters 
dealing with special styles or with the architecture 
of a specially selected country. The absence of the 
limitation of chapters treating in each case specifi- 
cally of certain period and style, has afforded the 
author an opportunity to digress where digression 
best serves the purpose of analysis, and to assume 
a literary style that is freer and more easily read 
than most works of an historical character, which 
always have to be regarded as more or less exact 
in statement and, therefore, suffering to some ex- 
tent in their literary character. The work can be 
read with much satisfaction even if one has come 
to believe he has very thoroughly gone over the 
subject. We regard it as a valuable addition to 
the library of the working architect and also a 
helpful one to the student.

SELF-CLINCHING NAILS
